k POINT OF OROFR!- 


ome of tho proponents of racing class as a criterion 
of breeding potential have made a left turn without 
signalling—and they are off on their tangent loudly 
advocating racing class as a prerequisite of breeding 
potential. (Not just breeding, mind you, but breeding poten¬ 
tial). at this time, we would like to get into the record that 
nothing could be further from the truth. 

Regardless of the number of races a horse wins, he (or 
she) retires to stud with EXACTLY THE SAME GENETIC 
MAKEUP that he had the day he was foaled. (Authorities 
on genetics agree that the only changes in genes are muta¬ 
tions which require thou.sands of generations). And it is the 
“genes" that he had when he was foaled that transmit vari¬ 
ous qualities to his offspring. Since no one can see a gene, the 
best way to determine the breeding quality of an animal is to 
breed it and see what results you get. However, in race horses, 
this takes too long and, for many years, breeders have been 
using the next best method of judgment, i.e. by observing 
the horse on the track. This is sound enough practice because, 
since horses are bred to run, it stands to reason that good 
runners very probably have genetic qualities that make them 
.so—and they will transmit these qualities to their offspring. 
We’ll go along with the Racing Class School of Thought 
(which is not startlingly new as some would have you believe) 
that far—but not one step farther. 

• We take exception to the idea that it’s foolish to breed 
a horse that has not demonstrated class on the race track. 
When you figure that genes are unchangeable, but racing class 
can be affected by environment, diet, training methods, the 
groom, the exercise boy, sickness—and accident—isn’t it logi¬ 
cal that breeding should be planned with genetic quality as 
the prime consideration? Racing cla.ss is only an indicator of 
genetic quality—not a necessary adjunct. There are other in¬ 
dicators of genetic qualit>, the principal one being the breed¬ 
ing record of the ancestors of a given thoroughbred. 

The left-wing “experts” will tell you that you’re running 
too big a chance by using any standard other than racing 
cla.ss in making selections for breeding. Well, if you can pick 
up the tab on, say, Grecian Queen, when she comes off the 
track and have a season lined up to Citation, Tom Fool or 
Native Dancer—just turn the page (and good luck to you). If, 
on the other hand, you want to really breed, not manufacture 
a horse, at possibly longer odds but at le.ss of a gamble be¬ 
cause the amount involved is so much less, then bear with us 
a little longer. 

is a good year to make our pitch since the unraced 
*Alibhai is .second leading sire and his leading money-winner 
of the sea.son is Determine, who is also out of an unraced 
mare. 



Probably it will do no good to remind you that Discovery, 
Cavalcade, Johnstown, Whirlaway, Assault, Ponder, My Re- 
que.st. Alerted, Queen Hopeful, Spartan Valor, etc., are all out 
of unraced mares . . . The experts will tell you that these 
mares would have shown high class IF they had raced. 

On the other hand, recalling that Citation, Native Dancer, 
*Noor, Stymie, War Admiral, Gallant Fox, Alsab, Boling- 
broke, But Why Not, On Trust, Pavot, Bewitch, Busher, 
Challedon, Hill Prince, Crafty Admiral, Battlefield, Intent, 
One Hitter, Kiss Me Kate, Grecian Queen, *Royal Charger, 
Imbros, Rejected, Fisherman, White Skies, and the mighty 
Bull Lea himself (to name a few) are all out of mares that 
raced and did not win—or had an “earnings index” of less than 
one—would do no good either. The experts would say that 
they are the exceptions that prove the rule. You see, this 
“rule” is rather difficult to prove and consequently requires 
more than the normal number of exceptions to prove it. By 
the way, to reach back a little, there was a horse named Man 
o’ War out of a mare with an earnings index of 0.26. 

Hon' about this then? Among the twenty leading money 
winners of the world, 10 are out of mares that were now- 
winners or winners with an index of less than one; 4 are out 
of mares that did not race (but “would have been terrifid if 
they had"); 1 is out of an average mare (index 1.1); 3 are out 
of better-than-average mares (indices all over 2 and less than 
Vi only 2 are out of “stakes mares” and only one of these 
stakes mares could really be termed exceptionally high class. 

The purpo.se of all this is to illustrate that whereas rac¬ 
ing class can reveal genetic quality—it does not have to. The 
quality may be there but, through some circumstance, it did 
not reveal itself. Please remember, a horse runs well because 
he has good genes and that’s all there is to it. “The Converse 
Theorem,” as the geometry teacher would term it, is not true 
According to accepted theories of heredity, if Bull Lea had 
never started in his life, he would still be the great sire he is 
today. 

♦River War, our stallion, never had a chance to prove his 
breeding on the track. He showed a world of speed in his 
training, but an injury interrupted his career. It would 
certainly be worth your time to check into his ancestry though 
He is by NeareJo, sire of ♦Nasrullah and *Royal Charger and 
a son of Pharos. This male line consists of leading sires all 
the way back. * River War’s dam is Ferry Pool, by Hyperion 
out of the Nursery StakesT winner, Devachon. Her pedigree is 
star-studded too, and she .sold for the record broodmare nrice 
of 18,000 Guineas ($75,000) in 1948.

Book Review 

HISTORY OF THE MARYLAND HUNT 
CUP, by Lt. Col. John Ellis Rossell, Jr., 765 pp., 
Ulus., \Voverly Press, $10.00. Picking up where 
Mr. Stuart Rose left off in 1931, Lieutenant Colo¬ 
nel John E. Rossell has brought the history of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup up to date, including the 
1954 running. 

Sketchy resumes of the runnings from 1894 to 
1931 are given and Colonel Rossell refers his 
readers to Mr. Rose’s Book ’The Maryland Hunt 
Cup” for details of the races during that period. 

Tlie background and origin of the Maryland 
timber classic are given, followed by three chap¬ 
ters on the races, and others devoted to The 
Course, The Horses and The Future. 

Colonel Rossell touches upon the question as 
to which was the greatest horse ever to win the 
Maryland, but tactfully steps aside and permits 
his reader to judge for himself. Though refusing 
to declare one superior to all the others, the au¬ 
thor provides a wealth of background data on 
each Hunt Cup winner and develops an exciting 
word picture of every race. It is evident that the 
lxx)k was written by a man who has a deep feel- 
ing for the Maryland Hunt and who holds the 
timber horse in high regard. 

His trip around the course gives an intimate 
close-up of each of the 22 fences. It includes ac¬ 
counts of the calamities that have punctuated 
every running of race. Colonel Rossell knows the 
Hunt course as he does his front lawn, and his 
personally conducted “tour” is illuminating and 
brings new interest to the race itself. 

The book is thoroughly entertaining. Once 
started, it is difficult to put aside. 

The illustrations add immensely to the value 
of the volume. There are half a hundred photo¬ 
graphs action shots and close-up photos of 
many of the winners—plus dozens of delightful 
pen sketches and silhouettes by Paul Brown. 

Only 1,000 copies of History of the Maryland 
Hunt Cup were printed—all numbered and 
signed —so you’d better hurry and get yours.

Plans For Timonium 

William Schluderberg, president of Timonium 
Fair, and D. Eldred Rinehart, chairman of the 
Racing Commission recently revealed that a 
plan has been suggested for a State agency to 
take over Timonium Fair. An expenditure of 
$5,000,000 would be made for improvements. 

Racing will be abandoned at Timonium, and 
a large sports and exhibition coliseum will be 
erected if the plan goes through. 

At the same time, the Commission chairman 
said that "one of the mile tracks" has suggested 
that the five half-mile tracks be closed down and 
their 50 days be apportioned among the milers, 
giving Maryland 150 of major racing. 

Operators of the half-milers—Cumberland, 
Hagerstown, Marlboro, Bel Air and Timonium 
—would be given stock in the mile tracks, or 
other compensation, under the plan. 

As the average daily "take” of the State from 
mile-track racing is $45,000 and the average re¬ 
turn to Maryland on the minor tracks is $17,000 
a day, the State would stand to benefit by $28,- 
000 a day for the extra 50 days, the unidentified 
mile-track operator figures. 

The Timonium proposal is much firmer, and 
has reached the serious discussion stage.

SPRING, WEATHER OR NOT: With only 
94 days between cycles the 1955 racing season 
opens at Bowie on March 9, earliest inaugural 
in the history of Maryland racing. Departing 
from the custom of split meetings which were 
in vogue in past seasons, Bowie will stage a 
single 33-day spring session this year. The 
switch is regarded as a move toward the stabi¬ 
lization of "permanent” racing dates, a plan 
advocated by Bowie president, Donald C. Lillis. 

Excepting a racing blackout on Good Friday, 
April 8, Bowie will operate uninterruptedly 
through April 16. The session will embrace six 
Saturdays. 

Unlike Bowie, both Laurel and Pimlico will 
continue to offer split meetings in 1955. Mon¬ 
day, April 18, will be dark on the racing calen¬ 
dar and then Laurel will open April 19 for a 
17-day stand terminating on May 7. Laurel’s 
spring dates encompass three Saturday pro¬ 
grams. 

There is a gap of one racing date—May 9— 
between the close of Laurel and the opening of 
Pimlico. The Maryland Jockey Club plant gets 
under way on May 10 for an 18-day stand. Dur¬ 
ing its allotted tenure Pimlico’s operations span 
three Saturdays and the Memorial Day holiday. 
The 79th running of the $100,000-added Preak- 
ness is calendared for May 28, three weeks after 
the Kentucky Derby. 

SUMMER, SOME ARE NOT: As far as 
Thoroughbred racing is concerned, the months 
of June and July will be barren. In the sched¬ 
ule of racing dates approved by the Maryland 
Racing Commission and announced January 6, 
the Free State s live minor tracks each will stage 
10-day meetings. Cumberland opens the half- 
mile season on August 3, running through 
August 13. Hagerstown will operate August 17 
to August 27; Timonium, August 31-Septem- 
ber 10; Bel Air, Septeml^r 14-September 24 
and Marlboro October 5 to October 15. The 
Mondays and Tuesdays between the Cumber¬ 
land, Hagerstown, Timonium and Bel Air meets 
will be dark, permitting each oval two Satur¬ 
days. Tlien there will be eight dark days be¬ 
tween Bel Air s meeting and that of Marlboro, 
which closes the minor circuit. 
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FALL: Laurel will open the autumn season 
with a 16-day meeting running from October 
28 to November 15. This arrangement permits 
John D. Schapiro and his associates to present 
the Washington D. C. International on Veter¬ 
ans Day, Friday, November 11, a date coveted 
by Laurel since 1953, when the International 
proved to be such an Armistice Day attraction. 
Since Veteran’s Day, nee Armistice, falls on a 
Friday this year, giving Laurel holiday and 
Saturday programs back to back, a festive week¬ 
end is planned with possibly a new stakes written 
for the Saturday card. This set-up places Laurel 
in a position to offer the best double-barreled 
attraction of the autumn season. 

Pimlico will close the 1955 racing year with 
a 16-day earmuff meeting which spans three 
Saturdays and Thanksgiving Day. The session 
operates from November 16 to December 3. 

HUNT MEETS: Dates for the hunts meet¬ 
ings are as follows: My Lady’s Manor, Monk- 
ton, April 16; Grand National, Butler, April 23; 
Maryland Hunt Cup, Glyndon, April 30. The 
two-day pari-mutuels meeting at Fair Hill will 
be presented on Saturdays, September 10 and 17. 

THE EARLY BIRD ?? An early opening 
allows Bowie to get the jump on New York 
and New Jersey plants, and first crack at the 
fresh, new pari-mutuels dollars reserved for 
welcoming the sport back to Maryland. Seem- 
ingly, only the elements could jeopardize the 
meet. Be that as it may Bowie sooner would 
risk the vagaries of weather than the pressure of 
nearby competition. 

Officials of the Southern Maryland Agricul¬ 
tural Association are convinced that their track 
is better equipped to operate in cold weather 
than either Laurel or Pimlico. Also they viv¬ 
idly recall that the biggest day in the history 
of Bowie’s finances occurred December 5, 1953 
(in the middle of winter) when just shy of 
two millions was pushed through the mutuels. 

Remembering the smashing success Laurel 
experienced (attendance up 25 per cent, han¬ 
dle up 22 per cent) with early spring dates 
last year, Bowie is pulling out all stops to make 
the coming meeting the most attractive ever to 
fan and horseman alike. It will distribute a 
record $202,500 in added money to lure owners 
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and trainers to the shelter of its pines. Nine 
stakes, highlighted by the $75,0OO-added John 
B. Campbell Memorial Handicap, will be of¬ 
fered. 

Early dates necessitated a complete revamp¬ 
ing of the stakes schedule. Gone are the Rowe 
Memorial, Kindergarten and Endurance. In 
their place are the Miss Maryland Stakes, the 
Governor’s Gold Cup and the reincarnated 
W. P. Burch Memorial which died in 1951. The 
Southern Maryland Handicap has been short¬ 
ened to seven furlongs from a mile and a six¬ 
teenth. The Bowie Breeders’ Stakes, formerly a 
late fall feature, had to be shrunk to four and 
one-half furlongs from its old distance of a 
mile and a sixteenth. The Barbara Frietchie 
Handicap, which also used to grace the autumn 
slate, has been trimmed to seven furlongs. This 
filly-mare feature has been increased in value 
from $15,000 to $25,000. And in a move to 
claim an event of national recognition, Bowie 
tripled the value of the Campbell Memorial to 
$75,000, making it the richest handicap in 
Maryland. The switch from a December to an 
April date regretfully necessitated its distance 
being cut a half a furlong to a mile and a six¬ 
teenth. 

STAKES PROGRAM; The complete stakes 
schedule as arranged by Howad S. Pierce and 
John P. Turner, Jr., is as follows: 

Wednesday, March 9. Miss Maryland Stakes. 
This new opening-day feature for three-year-old 
fillies carries a purse of $15,000. The distance 
is set at five and a half furlongs. 


Saturday, March 12. W. P. Burch Memorial 
Handicap. For three-year-olds and up, six fur¬ 
longs. $10,000-added purse. 

Saturday, March 19. Barbara Frietchie Handi¬ 
cap. This seven-furlong feature is for fillies and 
mares three years old and up and is endowed 
with a purse of $25,000 added. 

Saturday, March 26. Southern Maryland 
Handicap. $15,000-added seven-furlong feature 
lor three-year-olds and up. 

Saturday, April 2. Bowie Handicap. Three- 
year-olds and up at a mile and a sixteenth. Purse 
$25,000-added. 

Saturday, April 9. John Blanks Campbell 
Memorial Handicap. The second running of this 
stakes will be contested over a mile and a six¬ 
teenth. It is for three-year-olds and up. Purse 
raised from $25,000 to $75,000 this year. 

Monday, April 11. Bowie Breeders’ Stakes. 
For Maryland-foaled two-year-olds, at four and 
one-half furlongs. Purse $7,500 added. 

Saturday, April 16. Governor’s Gold Cup. 
New closing-day feature for three-year-olds will 
be run at six furlongs. Purse $30,000. 

IMPROVEMENTS: Scheduled for comple¬ 
tion prior to the opening of the meeting is the 
relocation of the paddock to a point fronting 
the administration building. In its new loca¬ 
tion the paddock can be viewed from the club¬ 
house promenade. The relocation relieves the 
congested area to the rear of the grandstand and 
eliminates the long walk for jockeys to the 
saddling enclosure.

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BETTER BREAK FOR THE BETTOR: 
State Senator DiDomenico, Democrat, Second 
District, Baltimore, recently introduced a bill 
before the Maryland Legislature to set the track 
breakage at a nickel instead of the present dime. 
DiDomenico sponsored his proposal in the be¬ 
lief that "the money (the odd pennies derived 
for mutuels payoffs which, due to the incon¬ 
venience of handling, are split evenly between 
the track and state) belongs to the bettor and 
there’s no legal or moral reason why he 
shouldn’t get it.” 

Based on a million-dollar handle the break¬ 
age is worth $10,000 a day to the state and 
the same amount to the track. 

’A’ FOR EFFORT: Kinda Smart, E. K. Bry¬ 
son’s good Maryland-bred three-year-old, turned 
in one of his best performances to date when 
he finished second to the highly regarded Bos¬ 
ton Doge in Hialeah’s six-furlong Hibiscus 
Stakes. Giving three pounds to the winner and 
carrying 122, Kinda Smart was beaten about 
three and one-half lengths. The son of High 
Lea-March Scholar, winner of the Tyro and Pim¬ 
lico Breeders’ Stakes last year, was weighted at 
109 pounds in the Experimental Free Handi¬ 
cap. 

TURNING FOR HOME: ^Sea Charger, 
newly arrived Irish champion standing at Lariy 
MacPhail’s Glenangus Farm, is a grand looking 
individual. Photographs which preceded the 
five-year-old son of * Royal Charger to these 
shores do not do him justice. . . . Snowden 
Carter and Louis Pascal recently returned from 
a "flying” trip to Kentucky where they arranged 
a meeting for their Perfect Gem, full sister to 
the 1953 Kentucky Derby winner. The mare 
will visit the court of *Nahar, which stands at 
Howard S. Reineman’s Crown Crest Farm, 
Lexington, Kentucky. Both the stallion and 
mare are from dams which produced giant 
killers. *Nahar’s dam dropped *Noor, con¬ 
queror of Citation; Perfect Gem’s mamma 
produced Dark Star, only horse ever to defeat 
Native Dancer. With this background, naming 
the *Nahar-Perfect Gem offspring shouldn’t be 
too difficult. . . . Danny Brewster, attorney, leg¬ 
islator and former cross-country rider, recently 
purchased the 400-acre Worthington Farms 
from the estate of J. W. Y. Martin.... The farm 
is the site of the Maryland Hunt Cup course. 
. . . Bewitch, world’s leading money-winning 
mare, is booked to Native Dancer this year. 
Both Alfred Vanderbilt and Larry MacPhail 
maintain small racing stables in England. 
Social Outcast, named the Maryland-bred which 
did most to enhance Maryland breeding in 1954, 
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is conceded a royal chance to win the $100,000 
Widener Handicap on February 19. He is to 
carry 123 pounds. . . . The son of Shut Out- 
Pansy recently finished second in the Palm 
Beach Handicap at seven furlongs, a distance 
regarded as too short for his best showing. . . .

Bowie Program 

Stakes totaling $202,500, topped by the $75,- 
000 added John R. Campbell Memorial—rich¬ 
est race in the track’s history—will brighten 
Bowie’s 33-day spring meeting. 

Going all out to obtain the leading stables for 
the March 9-April 16 session, the track has 
tripled the purse of the Campbell, which had 
its inaugural running last fall. 

The Campbell now seems destined to earn a 
place among the country’s top races. It has been 
set for Saturday, April 9, and will be over a mile 
and a sixteenth route. The 1954 running, won 
by Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Joe Jones, was a six¬ 
teenth of a mile farther. The race is for three- 
year-olds and upward. 

Fifty thousand dollars was the highest purse 
previously at the Southern Maryland course. 

Two new events are listed on the stakes 
schedule this year — the $15,000 added Miss 
Maryland, on opening day, and the $30,000 
added Governor’s Gold Cup, on the final day 
of the meeting. 

Both races are for three-year-olds, the Miss 
Maryland at five and a half furlongs and the 
Gold Cup at six panels.

April 9—John B. Campbell Memorial Handi¬ 
cap, $75,000 added, three-year-olds and up, mile 
and a sixteenth. 

April 11 — Bowie Breeders’ Stakes, $7,500 
added, two-year-olds. Maryland-foaled, four and 
a half furlongs. 

April 16 — Governor’s Gold Cup, $30,000 
added, three-year-olds, six furlongs.

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Distaff Big Three

The creation of the ’'Distaff Big Three” series 
by Delaware Park to further emphasize fiUy- 
and-mare racing was not the only news from the 
Stanton track in recent weeks of much interest to 
Maryland owners and breeders. 

As another innovational move in its big drive 
to provide a cham.pionship sequence of events 
on the final three Saturdays of the meeting (Del¬ 
aware Oaks, June 18; "new” New Castle, June 
25, and the newly-named Delaware Handicap, 
July 2), Delaware Park inaugurated another 
"first” — a special winter double nomination 
blank whereby the owner of a filly or mare could 
enter the horse in both the New Castle and Dela¬ 
ware Handicap at one subscription fee of $150. 
The special offer of the joint entry, first to cover 
more than one race for the same fee, expired 
at midnight, Monday, January 31. Owners thus 
were enabled to take advantage of a considerable 
saving in this way, rather than waiting to make 
later and separate nominations to these two 
stakes after January. 

That at least one champion will be seen in the 
New Castle and Delaware Handicap was re¬ 
vealed in the announcement that Parlo, the unan¬ 
imous choice in all nationwide polls as best 
three-yc'ar-old filly of 1954, was the first nominee 
under the new double entry blank arrangement. 
Owned and bred by William duPont, Jr., a 
founder and director of Delaware Park and mas¬ 
ter of Foxcatcher Farms, Parlo last year won the 
Delaw.ire Oaks, Alabama, Beldame and Firenze.

In the pile the postman put on my desk the 
other morning was a letter on the crisp, new 
stationery of Binna Farm, and in the upper left- 
hand corner were the names Snowden Carter 
and Louis Pascal. As I unfolded the sheet, a 
photo fell out. It showed four cold men. 

The first impression was that it pictured a 
group just released by the Red Chinese. Closer 
examination revealed familiar faces and the let¬ 
ter told most of the story. The details, I knew, 
could be filled in through a Sunday morning 
visit to the Timonium barns, and as I usually am 
looking for an excuse to go to Timonium on a 
Sunday a.m., this was it. 

As always, when I decide on a Sabbath junket 
to the York Road half-miler, it was snowing— 
but I laughed as I zipped up my new quilted 
outdoors coat with mouton-lined parka.

Pimlico Futurity—1957 

With the added money doubled — now 
$50,000 — 2,154 nominations have been re¬ 
ceived for the 1957 running of the Pimlico Fu¬ 
turity, when entries closed on December 15, 
1954. From Maryland alone, 57 breeders named 
the produce of 175 mares. 

Under the new conditions, a subscription of 
$10 is required with the nomination (by De¬ 
cember 15 of year in which mare is served) 
with subsequent payments the year of the race 
as follows: January 15, $35; March 15, $100; 
August 15, $200. To pass the entry box, $500; 
starters to pay $1,000 additional. 

The Maryland Jockey Club is adding $50,000, 
of which $10,000 and ten per cent of the fees go 
to the second horse; $5,000 and 7Vi per cent 
of all fees go to third horse, and $2,500 and 
2Vi per cent of all fees go to fourth horse. The 
breeder of the winner will receive $2,500, and 
breeders of the second, third and fourth horses 
will receive $1,500, $1,000 and $500, respec¬ 
tively. 

Colts will carry 122 and fillies 118. 

The distance is a mile and one-sixteenth 
as in the past.

To each his own brand of sentiment; this 
nomad’s farewell to Maryland was a journey to 
see Native Dancer who, as any literate horse¬ 
man (and probably most of the illiterate ones) 
knows, is now in residence at his home farm, 
Sagamore, where he is to stand at stud. 

’Fifty-Four’s "Horse of the Year” is enough 
of a personality in his own right to make the 
junket worth-while, even if Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt’s establishment near Glyndon were 
not one of the country’s handsomest horse-breed¬ 
ing centers. 

Signs at the various entrances to Sagamore 
specify that visiting hours are from 11 a. m. to 
3 p. m. Mondays through Saturdays; the farm 
is closed every Sunday. And the hours are kept 
with a precision that would make the Army 
seem mighty lenient; if you arrive at eleven 
minutes to three, you have exactly eleven 
minutes to look at Native Dancer. 

With a celebrity of million-dollar propor¬ 
tions on the grounds, the strict observance of 
rules is understandable. Native Dancer is turned 
out at 7 a. m. and brought in at 11 a m.; when 
visitors chance to walk near his paddock in the 
interim, the champ shows off to such an extent 
that his handlers turn gray. If ever a horse 
seemed to understand perfectly about his tele¬ 
vision popularity and his standing as a national 
hero, this one does; he is as aware of an audi¬ 
ence as (you should forgive the expression) 
Milton Berle. 

The end of visiting hours also is timed for a 
reason; equine residents at Sagamore are fed at 
3 p. m., and nothing is allowed to interrupt the 
procedure. As when he was in training. The 
Dancer is an excellent doer. And also as at the 
track, he is fed at 1 a. m., a standard practice 
with all Vanderbilt horses. 

In color, this greatest son of Polynesian seems 
to be a darker gray than he is remembered by 
his TV fans; no doubt it is his winter coat that 
makes the difference. He must be several hun¬ 
dred pounds heavier, too, than he appeared as 
a three-year-old when loyal Marylanders cheered 
him home in the Preakness. He has broadened, 
seemingly in all directions, and is a much 
handsomer horse as he goes into his fifth year. 

There are four stalls in the Sagamore stallion 
barn, housing the champion himself, stud fee 
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$5,000; gallant old Discovery, 24 years old; 
Loser Weeper, a son of Discovery, at a $500 
stud fee the farm’s poor relative; and a gray 
teaser. 

Visitors naturally head for the "big horse’s” 
stall first, and invariably are rewarded with 
attention from the other side of the screen; The 
Dancer is almost as interested in you as you 
are in him. (For sheer sentiment, I give you 
the story of a friend who went with me; she 
scratched his nose, and allowed as how she 
would not wash the fingers that did the scratch¬ 
ing.) 

Discovery cannot be overlooked, however. 
Even at an age when most horses are far down in 
the back and pasterns, this great sire retains his 
looks. His chestnut coat still holds the gleam 
of younger days, and his eye is bright and 
luminous. We reminisced with his stable at¬ 
tendant about Discovery’s appearance at the 
old Maryland Hunter Show, on the clubhouse 
lawn at Pimilico more than a decade ago, when 
Vanderbilt sent him as an entry in the stallion 
class. He won it handily, of course, and was the 
object of great admiration from everyone on 
the grounds—a good race horse with the con¬ 
formation of a good show horse, then in the 
prime of his life. 

Loser Weeper, an eye-filling horse himself, 
is the only Vanderbilt stallion whose 1955 book 
still is being advertised. He is a coming ten-year- 
old, the son of a Pompey mare. 

There was no time to see The Dancer’s kin¬ 
folk and the rest of Vanderbilt’s breeding stock; 
the hour for departure was at hand, and already 
feed tubs were being placed in stalls. The rest 
of the grand tour of Sagamore is high on the 
list of things to do—whenever we get "back 
East.” 

California notes written on an old Cadillac 
convertible top: Santa Anita is lovely .. . There 
is a report out that mountains really exist as a 
backdrop, but they haven’t been visible yet. . . . 
One Marylander said he was here three weeks 
last year before he saw ’em ... There’s no doubt 
that this is the smog belt .... South American 
trainers send their young horses out on the 
track with rope twitches on their noses; sup¬ 
posed to keep them from playing .... It was 
dry here for a time last year, and the grass at 
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Santa Anita became too brown to suit the man¬ 
agement ... so, with typical California verve, 
they painted it green! . . . Another time, it was 
too muddy to suit them so they removed the en¬ 
tire surface of the track and replaced it, over¬ 
night . . . Heaven help that gigantic grandstand 
if somebody gets tired of the color! .... It’s an 
unusual day when 200 horses aren’t set down to 
real works on the main and training tracks . . . 
Big name horses everywhere . . . Mark-Ye-Well 
. . . Determine . . . Porterhouse . . . Correla¬ 
tion . . . Miz Clementine . . . Berseem burning 
up the track . . . The fractions make you doubt 
your watch . . . Arcaro in from his fox-hunting 
trip to Virginia . . . Everybody drops important 
names into conversations . . . except this poor 
old nomad . . . "As Jimmy Jones was saying to 
me only this morning: 'Hello.’ ” 

What I want to know is, how are things at 
Timonium? 

Brewster Buys Hunt Course 

A 400-acre section of the Worthington Farms 
—site of the Maryland Hunt Cup—has been 
purchased by Daniel B. Brewster, hunt and race 
enthusiast, from the estate of J. W. Y. Martin. 

Most of the four-mile Hunt Cup is run over 
the part of the 700-acre Martin estate purchased 
by Brewster and it is the hope of the 31-year-old 
Towson attorney to have Maryland’s outstand¬ 
ing cross-country event continue over the pres¬ 
ent course. 

The Brewster purchase is ideal for the board- 
and breeding of Thoroughbreds. It contains 70 
box stalls in addition to a stallion barn, which 
has housed several top sires of the past. 

Danny Brewster was well acquainted with 
the property, having rented the stables and pas¬ 
tures for three years prior to the death of Mr. 
Martin last spring. 

As for the firmness of the ground, he knows 
that too, having fallen in three of the five run¬ 
nings of the Hunt Cup in which he participated. 

More or less retired from the ranks of the 
country’s foremost gentlemen steeplechase riders, 
Brewster has found a diversion from law and 
politics in the boarding of Thoroughbreds. 

At his new farm he plans to extend these 
activities and also anticipates a venture into the 
business of breeding Thoroughbreds for market. 

''It’s too late to acquire a top stallion for th^ 
coming season,” Brewster points out. "However, 
I hope to stand a priminent sire in 1956.” 

The Brewster acres are ideal for the use in¬ 
tended. The land not only has unlimited lime¬ 
stone, but abounds in blue grass. 


When Martin operated the farm as a breed¬ 
ing establishment, the popular Maryland horse 
Canter occupied the stallion barn and sent out 
several sons and daughters who carried the Mar¬ 
tin silks to stakes victories. Among the lead¬ 
ing products of the farm were Dark Hope, Con 
Amore and Battle Jack. 

In 1946 and ’47, the stables were leased by 
Henry L. Straus, who stood his stallions New 
Moon and Quarter Moon with only modest suc¬ 
cess. 

For several seasons after he returned from 
four years as a Marine Corps lieutenant with 
a battle record stretching from Guam to Oki¬ 
nawa, Danny Brewster was one of the top 
licensed amateur timber-topper gentlemen jock¬ 
eys in the East. 

Danny is the oldest of six children and learned 
to ride, on ponies, at the age of 6 with the help 
of his father, the late Daniel Brewster, Sr., and 
his mother, now Mrs. William Cochran. 

He has been a member of the House of Dele¬ 
gates from Baltimore county for the last four 
years and last September was married to the 
former Mrs. Carol Leipe DeHavenon, member 
of a socially prominent Philadelphia family.

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THE BIG SHOWS

PENNSYLVANIA NATIONAL HORSE 
SHOW: For the benefit of the Kiwanis Youth 
Foundation the big Pennsylania National Horse 
Show opened on Saturday, October 23, for a 
week of the best performances ever seen at this 
show. 

The first day of showing was devoted to the 
junior riders, with Maryland entries showing 
very well. 

The junior championship was won by Wilson 
Dennehy and his gray gelding Potato Chips, 
with Mrs. John Shellcross’ Dick Seniah, ridden 
by Pingree Wright, taking the reserve. The 
champion is awarded to the winner of the stake 
class, and the reserve to the second-place winner. 

The high scoring Maryland pony was Lem 
Forest’s bay mare Firefly, which was ridden by 
Miss Bobbie Gardner to win the Pony Working 
Hunter Hack, and placed third in the Large 
Pony Corinthian Hunter. 

Miss Nancy Lee Cobourn’s Surprise, with her 
owner sitting on the sidelines due to an injury, 
was ridden by Harry Spencer to win the Small 
Pony Corinthian Hunter and to place fourth in 
the Small Pony Working Hunter class. Smooth 
riding Harry also rode Mr. and Mrs. Irvin 
Naylor, Jr.’s Teddy’s Frau to win the Junior 
Working Hunter over 40 of the top horses in 
the country. 

Maryland riders scored well in the Horse¬ 
manship Division with Miss Martha Sterbak 
winning the A.H.S.A. Medal, Hunter Seat Class. 
Miss Peggy Wright rode Mr. and Mrs. Gardner 
Hallman’s Phelabeg to second. Miss Tedy Kay 
was fourth and Miss Pingree Wright, sixth. 
Peggy Wright also placed third in the A.S.P.C.A. 
Macley class, with Harry Spencer fourth. 

In the senior classes only one Maryland entry 
was able to get in the ribbons in the hunter 
division and only two in the jumper. 

Mrs. Gardner Hallman, riding Claude W. 
Owen’s brilliant jumping brown gelding Sky’s 
Impression, was the only hunter from the Old 
Line State to place in the ribbons. Sky’s Im¬ 
pression started out with a bang, winning his 
first class, the middle and heavyweight working 
hunter. He then came back to place fourth in 
the preliminary, and eighth in the stake. 

In the Open Jumper Division Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Imperatore’s Royal Flight, ridden by 
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Vince Dugan, placed fifth in the first event of 
the Knock-down and out. Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Skipper’s Rusty, ridden by their daughter Mrs. 
Peggy Galloway placed fourth in the FEI Open 
Jumper Class. This was one of the best shows 
for open jumpers this year. The courses were all 
big, and the fences were solid-looking enough 
to make most of the horses really put out. 

Although the open jumpers and hunters from 
Maryland didn’t score too much, the Arabian 
division did. The A1 Marah Farms from Rock¬ 
ville won about ten ribbons.

NATIONAL HORSE SHOW (NEW

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Billy Boyce, Ill’s gray pony, Smokey Joe, 
ridden by Douglas Worrell won the small pony 
championship. The good-looking gelding put in 
one good round after another to win the Small 
Pony Hunter, Small Pony Corinthian and the 
Small Pony Working Hunter, and placed fourth 
in the Small Pony Working Hunter Hack for 
his score of 15 Vi points. Waverly Farm’s Johnny 
Cake, from Warrenton, 'Virginia was the reserve 
champion, being ridden by Price McIntosh to a 
score of IVi points. 

In the Large Pony Division Caumsett Farm’s 
chestnut mare, Penny, was the champion with 
WVl points, while Miss Christy West’s Mousie, 
ridden by his owner, took the reserve with 8 
points.

Medal Hunter Seat class. 

Other local entries scoring well included:

With 1955 dates now set for the Maryland 
harness tracks, officials of the four ovals are 
beginning to unveil lavish purse schedules cal¬ 
culated to attract the nation’s most prominent 
standardbred stables for Free State competition. 

The bugle officially sounds the opening of 
the state harness season on May 6 at Rosecroft 
Raceway, Oxon Hill. After Rosecroft, Laurel 
Raceway opens on June 2, followed by Balti¬ 
more Raceway on June 29, and Ocean Downs 
Raceway July 26. Each track has been allotted 20 
nights, plus three rain nights. 

Geared for the earliest opening in its six-year 
history, Rosecroft Raceway has announced total 
purses of approximately $250,000, including 
many rich stakes. 

Headlining the Rosecroft stake schedules is 
the inaugural of the $7,500-added William E. 
Miller Memorial Pace for two-year-olds. With 
an estimated value of $22,500, this event in 
memory of the late great Maryland horseman 
and Rosecroft President will be the richest colt 
race ever held at a night harness track, and the 
richest single harness race in Maryland history. 
This event coupled with the five $1,000 Nursery 
Specials for two-year-olds, should bring the most 
promising of the new crop to Oxon Hill. 

In addition, General Manager James M. 
Lynch has announced the renewals of three 
$10,000 fixtures. The $10,000 Henry Volo Free- 
For-All Pace, set for May 21, and the $10,000 
Symbol Gantle Free-For-All Trot, both will be 
staged over the mile-and-a-sixteenth distance 
for the first time this year. 

Rosecroft’s $10,000 leg of Maryland’s ’Triple 
Crown’* pacing classic is scheduled for Memo¬ 
rial Day, May 30. The second $10,000 leg will 
be held at Laurel Raceway and the third at 
Baltimore Raceway. Each leg will be at one 
mile. 

Winner of all three legs in a single season 
will claim permanent possession of the $3,000 
Triple Crown trophy, one of the most valuable 
trophies offered in harness racing. 

Hillsota, owned and trained by the late Wil¬ 
liam E. Miller, and driven by Hugh Bell, cap¬ 
tured two of the three legs last season, to cop 
the trophy for one year. 

Remaining stake highlight of the Rosecroft 
meet will be the $7,500 Rosecroft Cup Trot, a

free-for-all event which will vie for interest 
with the Symbol Gantle. Also scheduled are two 
$5,000, four $4,000, five $3,000 and five $2,000 
purses, plus a generous schedule of graded, one- 
dash overnights with a minimum purse of $800. 
Last year the average overnight purse exceeded 
$1,000. Rosecroft announced that entries will 
close March 1, and that the track will open for 
training April 1. 

An added attraction for horsemen this season 
will be the complete, new grading of the entire 
barn area, the new deluxe driver stand, and a 
new shower building for horsemen. 

NEW ROSECROFT RACE SECRETARY. 
In addition to its rich purse distribution, Rose¬ 
croft Raceway backed up its bid for top-calibre 
racing with the recent announcement that Ted 
Leonard, nationally-known harness expert of 
Lincoln, Ill., will be the new racing secretary. 

The 29-year-old Leonard, who succeeds 
James M. Lynch (the latter was promoted to 
general manager last December), has all the 
earmarks of crackerjack classifier. Son of Edgar 
Leonard, the famous harness driver, Ted has 
served as racing secretary at Maywood Park, 
Sportsman’s Park and Aurora Downs Raceways 
near Chicago, and last year headed up the rac¬ 
ing department for the successful inaugural 
harness meet at the new Magnolia Park Race¬ 
way in New Orleans. Recently he was appointed 
racing secretary at Bay State Raceway, Foxboro, 
Mass. 

Leonard also has served as Associate Judge 
at Yonkers and Roosevelt Raceways in New 
York. 

LARKIN BACK AT LAUREL, BALTI¬ 
MORE. Both Laurel and Baltimore Raceways 
also were assured of outstanding classifying this 
year with the announcement that Charles Lar¬ 
kin, who won plaudits on every hand as Race 
Secretary last year, will be back for 1955. 

The jovial Cobleskill, N. Y. handicapper spent 
several weeks in this section conferring with 
Dick Hutchison, Jr., president and general man¬ 
ager of Laurel Raceway and general manager of 
Baltimore Raceway, on the new purse schedules. 
The two have scheduled a whirlwind tour of 
the major winter training centers. 
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OCEAN DOWNS STAKE ENTRIES. 
Some 250 of the nation’s most promising two- 
year-old trotters and pacers have been kept eligi¬ 
ble for the Ocean Downs Raceway Stake No. 2, 
juvenile highlight of the forthcoming meet at 
the Ocean City resort oval. Included in the list 
of those still eligible are choice prospects from 
such nationally known stables as those of Billy 
Haughton, America’s No. 1 driver for the past 
two years; Del Miller, Johnny Simpson, Wen¬ 
dell Wathen, the Soi Camp Stable of Shafter, 
Cal.; the Arden Homestead Stable of Goshen, 
N. Y.; the Village Farm of Easton, and the 
George R. Norris menage of Dundalk. 

Payments were due February 1 for both the 
Ocean Downs Stake No. 2, to which the track 
will add $8,000; and for the three-year old 
trot and pace of the Ocean Downs Raceway 
Stake No. 1. 

The Stake No. 1 was held for two-year-olds 
last year, and the $5,000 Pace won by the sen¬ 
sational Adios Evret, which is one of the most 
highly thought of eligibles for the 1955 re¬ 
newal of the $65,000 Little Brown Jug, world’s 
richest pace. 

KEEPING PACE. Representatives and mem¬ 
bers of District 8 of the United States Trotting 
Association, which covers Maryland, Delaware, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and the District of 
Columbia, held their annual meeting in January, 
at Harrisburg, Pa. . . . Sixty-eight trotters are 
still eligible for the 30th Annual Hambletonian 
Stake, richest harness race in the world. Gross 
value is expected to be $92,000 ... The Tippler, 
which Frank Ervin drove to some sizzling wins 
at Laurel Raceway, wound up his 1954 cam¬ 
paign tied with Adios Boy, Diamond Hal and 
Phantom Lady for honors as the fastest three- 
year-old pacers of the year on a half-mile track. 
Their common record—2:01 2/5 . . . Harness- 
dom’s top-money winning performer in 1954 
was Katie Key, which set the Maryland state 
trotting record of 2:03 last year at Laurel. She 
also established a new track trotting record of 
2:03 2/5 at Rosecroft Raceway, Her income for 
the year—$84,867.50 . . . There’ll be no conflict 
between Maryland and Delaware tracks on 
harness racing dates this year. The Maryland 
harness season is scheduled to wind up August 
20 at Ocean Downs Raceway. Kent & Sussex 
Raceway, Harrington, E>el. will open its 20- 
night meet on August 22, to be followed by 30 
nights of racing starting September 17 at 
Brandywine Raceway in Wilmington. A total 
of 130 consecutive nights of pari-mutuel har¬ 
ness racing in the Maryland-Delaware area. 
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Thorobred Dinner Meeting 

The next dinner of the Thorobreds of 
Maryland will be held on Tuesday, February 8,

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Preakness On May 28 

The Maryland Jockey Club has announced 
that the Preakness of 1955 will be run at Pim¬ 
lico, on Saturday, May 28. This will be the third 
and final Saturday of the 18-day Pimlico spring 
race meeting which opens on May 10 and closes 
on the 30th. 

The 1954 renewal of Maryland’s share of the 
historic Triple Crown Turf classics_will be the 
79th since it was inaugurated in 1873. Nomina¬ 
tions for the Preakness will close on February 
15th. The top prospective candidates for the big 
Pimlico race at this time are the two-year-old 
cracks of last season; Summer Tan, Nashua, 
Royal Note, Trentonian and Royal Coinage. 

Three-year-olds again will travel over a one- 
and-three-sixteenths-mile route in quest of the 
victor’s share of the $100,000 added purse. Last 
season’s Preakness, won by Hasty Road grossed 
more than $ 140,000. 

Mrs. Mary Walden 

Mrs. Mary Norris Walden, widow of the late 
Robert J. Walden, distinguished Maryland rac¬ 
ing man, died December 19 at Bowling Brook, 
in Carroll County, at the age of 83 after a long 
illness. She was the daughter of the late John 
B. and Emily Clemson Norris and was born in 
Carroll County. For many years she shared her 
husband’s interests, which included raising poul¬ 
try as well as bloodstock. Mr. W^alden was vice- 
president and director of the Maryland Jockey 
Club and won many races, the Kentucky Derby 
of 1899 among them, with horses bred at Bowl¬ 
ing Br(X)k Stables. 

Sidney Brown 

Sidney Brown, assistant racing secretary at 
Hialeah, died in a Miami hospital on January 
14 at the age of 68 after being stricken at home 
early that morning. He had been in ill health 
for some years. He is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Maude Brown. 

Mr. Brown was born in Odessa, Russian sea¬ 
port on the Black Sea, but came to this country 
as a child and gravitated to the racetrack when 
only nine years old. The popular official served 
for 25 years with the late chart-caller,^ Jack 
Dempsey, and was assistant to the late Little 
Joe” McLennan in 1933, continuing with 
Charlie McLennan since 1934. Brown also 
served in the secretary’s office at Pimlico, Garden 
State Park, Atlantic City, Suffolk Downs, De¬ 
troit, Arlington and Washington Park. A veteran 
of World War I, he was a member of the Harvey 
Seeds Post of the American Legion in Miami.

Establishment of a Jockeys’ Hall of Fame at 
Pimlico is a new project of the Maryland Jockey 
Club. A Hall of Fame room will be created in 
the old clubhouse and selection of the nation’s 
most noted riders will follow the pattern of the 
selections for baseball’s hall of fame at Coopers- 
town, N. Y., and football’s similar niche at Rut¬ 
gers University in New Jersey. 

Since the Maryland Jockey Club’s charter goes 
back to 1745 and thus it is the oldest sporting 
association still active, it is felt that Pimlico 
is the most suitable place for a Jockeys’ Hall of 
Fame. 

It is the plan of Pimlico officials to have a 
committee of newspapermen select a group of 
riders to be voted on each year by newspaper, 
television and radio sports figures, with a cer¬ 
tain number of riders admitted to the hall each 
year.

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Bryce Wing Re-Elected 

The Annual Meeting of the Members and 
Stewards of the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association held recently resulted in the re- 
election of S. Bryce Wing, as President, Stephen 
C Clark, Jr., as Vice-President, A. C. Bostwick, 
as Secretary-Treasurer, John E. Cooper, as Ex¬ 
ecutive Secretary and Olive R. Keeley as As¬ 
sistant Secretary. 

Also re-elected w^ere A. C. Bostwick, James 
Park and Robert B. Young, who will serve a 
three year term as Stewards of the Association. 

Wing reported on the activities of the Asso¬ 
ciation during the year including The Steeple¬ 
chase Fund, which was organized in 1953. Dur¬ 
ing 1954, donations from owners, trainers, 
riders and N. S. and PI. A. Members, totaled 
$10,000. He stated the Fund now amounted to 
approximately $36,000. This Fund, which has 
been entirely subscribed to by those interested 
in Steeplechasing, is designed to eventually take 
care of all financial aid cases arising within the 
Sport. He further commented that three such 
situations had been taken care of in 1954, and 
that if this Fund received continuing support 
for several more years, it would be self sustain¬ 
ing within five to six years. 

Wing was optimistic about the prospects for 


Steeplechasing in 1955, and intimated that an 
important announcement concerning the Sport 
would be made in the near future. 

He also stated that with the growing im¬ 
portance of foreign chasers competing in 
America, the question of what races abroad 
should be considered as a Sweepstakes under 
American rules has become an important prob¬ 
lem. This is complicated by the fact that in 
France no Steeplechase or Hurdle race is a 
Sweepstakes under our interpretation. In con¬ 
trast, in England and Ireland almost all jumping 
races are a Sweepstakes regardless of the im¬ 
portance of the race. In order to clarify this 
situation, a Special Committee was named con¬ 
sisting of himself, F. S. von Stade, Stephen C. 
Clark, Jr. and A. C. Bostwick, which is to study 
the situation and designate certain important 
races abroad as Stakes for the purposes of Amer¬ 
ican rules.
